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The  Board  of  Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  and 
Drnty  of  Philadelphia,  present  their  Twenty-Fifth  Report,  embracing 
i atement  of  their  proceedings  for  the  period  of  one  and  a half  years, 
re  lateness  of  its  appearance,  and  the  unusual  length  of  time  that  it 
Horaces,  are  caused  by  the  act  of  Assembly  of  July  26th,  1842,  ex- 
eiing  the  fiscal  school  year  to  June  30th,  and  changing  the  time  for 
h publication  of  the  Annual  Report  from  February  to  July. 

lesirous  of  presenting  to  their  fellow-citizens  a full  and  detailed  ac- 
:(nt  of  this  most  interesting  branch  of  public  service,  and  with  a view 
che  furtherance  of  the  general  objects  of  their  appointment,  the  Con- 
triers  do  not  limit  their  Report  to  a mere  statement  of  their  receipts 
ai.  expenditures,  and  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools,  but 
b e appended  to  the  names  of  the  Directors  of  the  different  sections,  a 
li  of  the  Schools  and  of  the  Teachers  attached  to  each,  and  various 
o er  matters  relating  to  the  Public  Schools  and  to  the  general  interests 
o education.  They  believe  this  to  be  at  least  an  implied  duty  under 
tl  consolidated  acts  of  Assembly  of  June  1838,  wherein  it  is  required 
othe  Directors  of  the  different  School  Districts  annually  “ to  report 
t< the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  the  number  and  situation  of 
tl  schools  in  their  district,  the  character  of  the  teachers,  designating 
nles  and  females,  the  number  and  sex  of  the  scholars  attending  during 
tl  year,  the  branches  taught,  the  number  of  months  in  the  year  during 
viich  they  are  kept  open,  the  cost  of  school  houses  either  for  building 
o renting,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  maintaining  the  schools, 
vth  such  other  information  as  may  be  beneficial  in  forming  a just  esti- 
nte  of  the  value  of  Common  Schools.” 

Under  the  blessing  of  a most  gracious  and  all-wise  Providence,  the 
siools  have  been  continued  without  interruption  during  the  whole 
f riod  embraced  in  this  Report,  and  their  present  prosperous  condition 
list  be  as  cheering  to  the  friends  of  the  public  school  system  as  it  is 
Ratifying  to  the  Controllers  and  Directors.  From  a small  and  almost 
fpeless  beginning,  undertaken  and  pursued  under  many  disheartening 
ccumstances,  against  strong  prejudices  and  even  violent  opposition,  the 
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system  has  worked  its  way  to  general  approbation,  and  is  believet  o 
enjoy  in  a high  degree  the  confidence  of  this  community. 

No  stronger  proof  of  this  assertion  need  be  desired,  than  the  fact  .t 
more  than  thirty-three  thousand  children,  or  three-fifths  of  the  wl  t 
population  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  now  frequent  the  pu  t 
schools,  and  that  large  numbers  of  applicants  are  found  seeking  for  adr  • 
sion  more  rapidly  than  vacancies  occur  or  new  schools  can  be  opene 

Among  the  causes  which  have  contributed  to  this  most  desirable  • 
suit-,  may  be  reckoned,  undoubtedly,  the  happy  influence  of  the  Hi 
School  in  its  relation  to  the  other  schools,  the  general  classification  f 
all  the  schools  in  a way  to  combine  efficiency  with  economy,  and 
means  adopted  in  most  of  the  sections  for  securing  teachers  of  suits 
qualifications. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  year,  his  Excellency,  Governor  Porter,  :j 
the  Hon.  A.  V.  Parsons,  late  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  I 
perintendent  of  Common  Schools,  accompanied  by  the  Controllers 
Directors  of  the  several  Sections,  spent  several  days  in  visiting  j 
Schools  of  this  District,  during  which  an  extended  examination  v 
made  of  the  High  School  and  many  of  the  Grammar,  Secondary,  i 
Primary  Schools,  the  result  of  which  was  in  the  highest  degree  satisf 
tory.  The  opinions  and  views  of  these  high  functionaries  in  relati 
to  the  system  of  public  education  in  operation  among  us,  will  be  fou 
very  fully  and  happily  expressed  in  the  letter  of  the  Secretary,  publisl 
soon  after  his  visit  to  the  Schools,  which  we  have  deemed  of  such  i 
portance  as  to  warrant  its  republication  among  the  documents  append 
to  this  Report.  (See  Appendix  No.  Y.) 

Since  the  Report  of  the  last  year,  four  large  and  commodious  scht 
houses,  three  stories  high,  have  been  erected  and  fitted  up,  and  are  nt 
open  for  public  use.  These  buildings  are  on  the  lots  mentioned  in  t 
last  Report  as  having  been  purchased  for  the  purpose.  In  each  of  the 
have  been  organized  a Male  Grammar  School, a Female  Grammar  Schoi 
and  a Secondary  School,  and  they  contain  in  all  about  three  thousai 
pupils.  A neat  new  school  house,  suited  to  the  wants  of  the  vicinit 
and  accommodating  about  one  hundred  and  forty  scholars,  has  been  bui 
fitted  up  and  opened  for  public  use  in  the  Eighth  or  Passyunk  Sectio 
where  also  the  three  cent  system,  as  it  is  called,  has  been  dispensi 
with,  and  the  schools  reorganized  and  improved.  The  Schools  of  tl 
Seventh  Section  have  been  reorganized,  and  four  Grammar  Schools  e 
tablished,  two  for  boys  and  two  for  girls,  in  central  situations  in  Bloc! 
ley  and  West  Philadelphia,  so  as  to  meet  the  wants  of  about  four  hui 
dred  and  fifty  of  the  oldca  and  mo-?  advanced  pupils  while  a sufficiei 
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mber  of  Secondary  Schools  have  been  established  in  situations  more 
: venient  for  the  attendance  of  the  smaller  children.  By  this  classifica- 
1 of  the  schools,  the  facilities  for  instruction  are  increased,  while  at 
i same  time  the  expenses  of  the  Section  are  diminished.  In  the 
Nventh  Section,  a lease  has  been  obtained  at  a nominal  rent  on  a build- 
i at  Bridesburg,  which  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  accommodation  of 
i public  schools  of  that  village.  In  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  and  Eleventh 
• tions,  some  improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  schools,  and 
ire  will  be  made  as  soon  as  more  convenient  buildings  and  accommo- 
i ons  for  the  wants  of  those  sections  can  be  provided.  In  the  First, 
<ond,  Third,  Fourth,  Ninth,  and  Tenth,  comprising  the  City  and  the 
wrporated  Districts,  accommodations  have  been  provided  for  an  in- 
nsed  number  of  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools.  Many  of  the  last 
ecription  of  schools,  it  is  believed,  have  been  greatly  improved  by  a 
tr  organization  separating  the  sexes,  and  placing  the  boys  under  male 
hcipals.  In  the  first  section  it  became  necessary  to  provide  additional 
i s rooms  for  the  North  Western  School,  in  consequence  of  which  an 
leased  number  of  pupils  are  accommodated.  In  the  Third  Section 
[advantageous  lease  has  been  effected  on  the  old  Wharton  property, 
r ch  has  been  repaired  and  fitted  up  for  school  purposes.  It  will  be 
Eh  from  these  statements  that,  although  the  increased  wants  of  the 
flic  are  not  fully  supplied,  the  Controllers  and  Directors  have  added 
serially  to  the  accommodations  heretofore  enjoyed  for  extending  the 
cefits  of  "public  instruction. 

Considerable  embarrassment  has  been  experienced  in  the  financial  de- 
itment  of  the  Board,  arising  partly  from  the  defalcation  of  the  late 
Iinty  Treasurer,  which  rendered  over  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  of 
t school  fund  unavailable.  About  ten  thousand  dollars  of  this  sum 
:e  however'been  recently  received,  and  the  balance,  it  is  believed,  will 
cn  be  made  available.  The  funds  have  likewise  been  somewhat 
finished  by  the  payment  of  discount  on  relief  notes,  rendered  neces- 
av  to  make  available  the  amount  of  the  state  appropriation,  which  was 
feived  in  these  notes. 

^o  extricate  themselves  from  these  embarrassments,  the  Controllers 
drived  a few  months  since  upon  a general  curtailment  of  their  expen- 
e.  These  arise  chiefly  from  three  sources,  the  payment  of  Teachers, 
b erection  and  fitting  up  of  new  school  houses,  and  the  furnishing  of 
t plies. 

n the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  Teachers  in  their  employ  are  both 
(lpetent  and  faithful,  and  have  never  received  more  than  their  services 
Served.  Teaching  is  the  least  gainful  of  all  professions,  and  the  sala- 
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ries  hitherto  given  are_believed  to  be  no  greater  than  are  necessary 
secure  the  services  of  persons  properly  qualified.  Yet,  under  the  pr 
sure  of  immediate  necessity,  and  as  a measure  of  temporary  relief,  to 
abandoned  on  the  removal  of  the  necessity  which  gave  rise  to  it, 
Board,  after  much  deliberation  and  with  great  regret,  determined  upo 
general  reduction  of  all  the  larger  salaries. 

It  has  been  found  by  experience,  that  by  means  of  large  three  sti 
buildings  erected  for  the  purpose,  having  rooms  capable  of  contain 
from  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  pupils,  in  wh 
one  person  of  superior  qualifications  at  a high  rate  of  compensation  n 
preside  as  Principal,  while  female  assistants  of  less  qualifications  am 
a moderate  compensation  carry  out  the  details  of  instruction,  puj 
sufficiently  advanced  to  be  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  may  be  taught 
one-third  the  expense  of  giving  the  instruction  in  rooms  that  do  not  • 
commodate  more  than  from  thirty  to  sixty  pupils,  in  each  of  which 
would  be  necessary  to  employ  a person  of  high  qualifications  and  at 
advanced  salary.  To  secure  a point  of  such  essential  importance,  it  i 
been  found  necessary  heretofore  to  expend  a large  sum  annually  in  ( 
purchase  of  lots  of  ground  and  the  erection  of  buildings.  It  is  belie  l 
that,  for  some  time  to  come,  this  large  item  of  expense  will  be  gresj 
diminished.  The  buildings  of  this  class  in  the  city  and  incorporrl 
districts  are  sufficient  to  supply  the  present  wants  of  the  population,  • 
pecially  if  the  standard  of  qualification  for  the  Grammar  Schools  i 
elevated,  and  children  be  not  hurried  into  them  who  ought  still  to  rerr  i 
in  the  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools.  In  the  country  Sections,  h'- 
ever,  that  is,  in  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Eleventh,  sti 
provision  will  be  yet  required  for  this  description  of  school  houi , 
though  on  a less  expensive  scale. 

Much  discussion  has  taken  place  on  the  subject  of  supplies,  part  • 
larly  the  item  of  books  and  stationary.  The  attention  of  the  Cont  • 
lers  has  been  much  engaged  in  endeavoring  to  secure  a decrease  in  » 
branch  of  expenditure,  but  hitherto  with  little  effect.  To  disconti  e 
altogether  the  supply  of  books  and  stationary  would,  it  is  believed,  r 
terially  impair  our  system  of  public  instruction,  as  it  would  drive  fn 
the  schools  a large  number  of  children  of  that  class  whom  it  is  equ  y 
the  interest  and  the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth  to  educate.  By  are'- 
ence  to  the  table  hereunto  annexed,  exhibiting  the  amount  of  supp  s 
ordered  by  the  different  sections,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  gross  amoui  * 
very  large,  and  that  inequalities  exist  in  the  proportionate  expenses  ui  if 
this  head,  showing  extravagance  that  ought  to  be  corrected  somewh  ;■ 
Teachers  who  are  anxious  to  have  their  salaries  restored  to  the  for  if 
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fes,  and  Directors  of  the  different  sections  who  are  adverse  to  having 
f supplies  discontinued  altogether,  will  find  their  respective  ends  most 
Actually  secured  by  adopting  such  a course  of  prudence  and  economy 
ithis  item  of  expenditure,  as  to  enable  the  Controllers  to  accommodate 
i wants  of  all  parties  without  injury  to  the  claims  of  any. 

It  may  be  seen  from  these  statements,  that  of  the  three  main  items  of 
bense,  a considerable  curtailment  has  already  been  made  in  the  first, 
‘the  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  the  Teachers.  A larger  and  more 
irmanent  abatement  is  expected  in  regard  to  the  other  two.  This  is  as 
t prospective.  One  thing,  however,  is  certain.  The  Board  will  not 
i1  some  years  erect  more  of  these  expensive  buildings  in  the  city  and 
i orporated  districts,  and  those  hereafter  required  in  order  to  complete 
t organization  of  the  schools  in  the  outer  sections  will  cost  compara- 
bly but  a small  amount. 

By  the  Auditors’  accounts  hereunto  appended,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
expended  balance  on  hand  on  the  30th  day  of  June  inst.  after  the  dis- 
fsement  of  all  claims  up  to  that  date,  was  $21,712  60.  The  State 
bropriation  received  from  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  the 
!m.  A.  V.  Parsons,  in  June,  1842,  in  relief  notes,  was  $57,764.  The 
ount  of  said  appropriation  received  from  Charles  McClure,  Esq., 

1 present  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  in  June,  1843,  in  the 
ne  kind  of  funds,  was  $17,400.  The  total  amount  thus  received 
m the  State  in  the  period  embraced  in  this  Report,  is  therefore 
5,164,  of  which  there  has  been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate 
d erection  of  school  houses,  the  sum  of  $70,695  17,  and  for  furniture 
d fitting  up  school  houses,  the  sum  of  $13,973  99.  The  amount  thus 
propriated  is  a permanent  investment  of  increasing  value  added  to  the 
alth  of  the  county.  The  buildings  are  all  insured,  and  the  sites  and 
s of  ground  valuable,  and  at  all  times  intrinsically  worth  their  actual 
it.  The  furniture  also  to  a certain  extent  constitutes  an  item  of  per- 
cent wealth. 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  District  is  214,  of  which  one  is  the 
gh  School,  40  are  Grammar,  18  Secondary,  and  76  Primary  Schools, 

1 80  in  the  outer  sections  where  the  schools  are  not  classified. 
ie  number  of  teachers,  including  the  Professors  of  the  High  School, 
199,  of  whom  87  are  males,  and  412  females.  The  aggregate  am- 
nt  of  salaries  is  $136,843,  and  the  average  compensation  to  each 
74  23.  The  number  of  children  in  the  schools  is  33,130,  exhibiting 
increase  of  5222  since  the  last  Report.  A number  of  colored'schools 
: embraced  in  the  above  summary, which  is  taken  from  an  abstract  from 
3 half  yearly  returns.  (See  Appendix  No.  II.) 
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The  total  expenses  of  the  Board  for  all  purposes,  except  the  erecti 
and  fitting  up  of  school  houses,  have  been  $288,766  76  for  one  ye 
and  a half,  or  an  average  of  $192,51 118  per  annum.  This  sum  includ 
not  only  the  cost  of  tuition,  but  of  fuel,  books,  stationary  and  supplies 
every  description,  and  also  the  expenses  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Boa1 
and  of  the  Controllers’  Chamber,  of  cleaning  and  repairingschool  house 
of  advertisements,  printing,  loss  on  relief  notes,  and  all  the  other  itei 
which  are  included  by  the  Auditors  under  the  head  of  general  expensi 
By  dividing  this  sum  by  33,130  (the  total  number  of  scholars),  it  w 
be  seen  that  the  average  annual  expense  of  each  pupil,  for  all  the  pi 
poses  above  stated,  and  including  the  pupils  of  the  High  School,  h 
been  $5  81,  a sum,  it  is  believed,  not  much  above  the  average  expen 
for  books  and  stationary  in  private  schools.  The  total  amount  of  sal; 
ies  of  the  teachers  in  the  employment  of  the  Board  is  $136,843,  maki 
the  average  cost  of  tuition  only  $4  13  per  annum. 

In  September  last  this  Board  experienced  an  unexpected  and  serio 
loss,  in  the  retirement  from  their  service  of  the  late  Principal  of  the  Hi 
School,  Alexander  Dallas  Bache.  Peculiarly  fitted  by  his  intimate  p> 
sonal  acquaintance  with  the  prevailing  European  systems  of  educatic 
for  the  difficult  position  which  in  1839,  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  t 
Board,  he  was  called  upon  to  fill,  this  gentleman  has  contributed  mo) 
probably,  than  any  other  one  individual,  towards  perfecting  the  syst( 
of  public  instruction  now  established  among  us.  By  his  great  talen 
joined  to  the  most  indefatigable  exertions  during  the  three  years  that 
was  in  the  service  of  the  Board,  he  not  only  carried  out  almost  to 
complete  developement,  his  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Hi 
School,  but  rendered  at  a most  critical  time  essential  service  to  the  1 
rectors  of  the  various  Sections,  in  the  examination  of  Teachers  and  t 
remodelling  and  perfecting  of  the  Primary,  Secondary,  and  Gramir 
Schools.  It  was  with  profound  regret  that  the  Board  parted  with  o 
who  had  been  able,  in  so  short  a period,  to  leave  upon  the  system 
abiding  an  impression  of  his  genius,  energy,  and  forecast. 

In  the  appointment  of  his  successor,  the  Controllers  were  fortulu 
in  securing  the  services  of  John  S.  Hart,  Esq.,  formerly  Adjunct  Pi 
fessor  of  Languages  in  Princeton  College.  This  gentleman  was  favoi 
bly  known,  not  only  from  the  ability  as  a scholar  with  which  he  h 
filled  the  station  just  referred  to,  but  from  his  powers  in  the  moral  go 
eminent  of  youth,  as  shown  in  the  more  difficult  position  of  Princif 
of  a large  boarding  school  for  boys.  The  strong  recommendatio 
which  were  given  in  favor  of  Mr.  Hart,  especially  from  the  Professc 
of  Princeton  College,  have  been  in  every  way  justified.  The  Contn 
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have  been  much  gratified  by  the  untiring  zeal  which  he  has  mani’ 
ed,  his  mild  but  firm  discipline,  and  the  ability  and  assiduity  which 
las  shown  in  every  branch  of  the  difficult  duties  enjoined  upon  him. 
everal  of  the  Sectional  Boards  have  profited  by  the  varied  know- 
re  and  experience  of  Professor  Hart,  in  the  examination  of  candidates 
the  post  of  teachers.  These  services  have  been  rendered  without 
additional  compensation  which  it  has  been  customary  hitherto  to  give 
re  Principal  of  the  High  School,  for  the  performance  of  duties  relat- 
to  the  general  superintendence  of  the  other  schools.  It  is  a 
stion  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Controllers,  whether  by 
appointment  of  a Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  for  the 
)le  District,  and  by  extending  his  duties  to  the  examination  of 
jols  as  well  as  of  teachers,  and  by  requiring  of  him  a general 
rsight  of  supplies  and  of  various  other  matters  to  which  the  at- 
ion  of  the  Board  has  been  anxiously  directed,  they  might  not 
ve  important  assistance  in  carrying  out  their  views,  and  promote 
.tly  both  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  the  whole  system.  A few 
dred  dollars  so  spent,  might  be  the  means  of  saving  as  many  thou- 
1s  in  the  aggregate  expenses  of  the  Board,  and  at  the  same  time 
rove  materially  the  condition  of  the  schools. 

'lie  Reports  of  Professor  Hart,  as  the  Principal  of  the  High  School, 
w that  institution  to  be  in  a very  prosperous  condition.  The  plan 
he  organization  of  the  school  proposed  by  Dr.  Bache,  and  adopted 
■he  Board  in  1840,  contemplated  a course  of  study  running  through 
years,  with  semi-annual  admissions,  every  July  and  January, 
s plan  will  be  complete  in  July  of  the  present  year,  when  the 
ith  class  under  the  present  organization  will  be  admitted,  and  the 
imum  attendance  at  the  school  will  be  not  far  short  of  400  pupils. 

provisions  for  instruction,  however,  are  such  as  were  deemed 
ly  sufficient  when  there  were  but  six  classes  and  300  pupils.  It  is 
ous,  therefore,  that  some  immediate  provision  must  be  made  for  this 
rgency.  Instead  of  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Professor, 
:h  in  the  present  state  of  our  finances  would  perhaps  not  be  deemed 
edient,  it  might  be  well  to  appropriate  $500  annually,  to  be  expended 
it  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  High  School,  in  the 
loyment  of  graduates  of  that  institution  as  Assistant  Teachers, 
h a plan  would  enable  the  Board  to  complete  the  organization  of  the 
>ol  as  originally  contemplated,  and  to  extend  its  advantages  to  fifty 
ils  more  than  can  now  be  accommodated,  at  an  additional  expense

Controllers'  Report 

The  Report  of  Professor  Kendall  in  relation  to  the  operations  at 
Observatory,  will  be  read  with  interest.  The  most  advanced  class  t 
the  High  School,  who  are  to  graduate  in  January  next,  have  ga 
through  a practical  course  in  Chemistry  this  term,  and  are  to  hav  i 
similar  course  of  practical  instruction  in  Astronomy  and  in  the  usd 
the  instruments  in  making  observations,  during  the  next  term,  prep;' 
tory  to  their  graduation.  It  would  be  much  to  be  regretted,  if  the  )i 
transit  instrument  imported  by  the  Controllers  for  the  use  of  the  Hi 
School,  should  not  be  mounted  in  time  to  give  the  pupils  of  this  cli 
the  opportunity  of  its  use  before  leaving  the  institution. 

In  conclusion,  the  Controllers  would  express  their  conviction  that  i 
schools  of  the  First  District  were  never  in  a more  flourishing  coi 
tion.  Such  is  the  impression  left  upon  the  minds  of  visitors  from  i 
interior  and  from  other  States,  in  regard  to  the  character  of  our  scho  , j 
that  cases  are  not  wanting  in  which  persons  have  removed  to  the  I • 
trict,  for  the  purpose  of  enjoying  the  benefits  which  they  afforc, 
bringing  with  them  their  families  and  substance,  and  thereby  addint  i 
the  taxable  wealth  of  the  county.  To  provide  the  means  of  educa  i 
for  the  entire  population  of  a large  city,  cannot  indeed  be  done  bu  t 
a considerable  expense.  But  how  small  is  it,  compared  with  i 
expense  of  the  same  amount  of  instruction  obtained  by  the  commur 
in  any  other  way!  At  the  worst,  schools  in  any  form  are  less  ex]  ■ 
sive  than  mobs,  jails,  and  aim-houses,  the  legitimate  fruits  of  ignon! 
and  vice.  A wise  public  economy,  therefore,  as  well  as  a patri « 
regard  to  the  public  weal,  should  lead  to  the  continuance  and  the  grai  1 
extension  of  the  means  of  education,  until  every  child  in  the  Dis  t 
is  brought  within  reach  of  the  benefits  of  a general  system  of  pujc

Auditors  of  the  said  County  respectfully  report : 
hat  they  have  carefully  examined  the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers 
lie  Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Schools,  and  the  late  and  present 
usurer  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  in  account  with  the  First 
tool  District  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  year  1842,  andsub- 
the  following  statement  as  the  result  thereof.

3ir  : — I cannot  forbear  embracing  the  earliest  occasion  to  tender  to 
Board  of  Control  over  which  you  preside,  and  to  the  Directors  of 
various  sections  of  Public  Schools  in  Philadelphia,  my  most  cordial 
nks  for  their  official  and  personal  attention  to  me  last  week,  while  in 
city  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  your  schools,  and  to  yourself  for  the 
d offices  performed  as  their  President,  in  affording  those  facilities  so 
essary  to  obtain  a correct  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  public 
iools  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia. 

fear  that  injustice  might  be  done  to  the  cause  ol  education,  if  one 
upying  the  official  station  held  by  me  should  neglect  to  express  in 
dor  the  opinion  formed,  in  relation  to  the  arrangement  and  general 
oearance  of  the  schools  which  were  visited  by  me  at  that  period. 

think  the  system  of  public  education  adopted  and  now  in  actual  op- 
tion in  your  city  and  county,  one  of  the  best  which  is  known  in  any 
ilized  country,  and  perhaps  it  excels  any  other. 

Those  who  have  matured  the  arrangement  seem  to  have  avoided  the 
ects  that  appear  in  the  plan  of  organization  and  instruction  which 
st  in  the  schools  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Saxe  Weimar  and  in  Prussia, 
iich  are  probably  the  best  in  Europe,)  and  also  to  have  improved 
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upon  the  very  excellent  system  adopted  by  many  of  the  New  Engla 
States. 

The  education  of  our  youth  in  public  schools,  free  of  expense,  is  t 
only  true  medium  of  instruction  that  seems  particularly  adapted  to  I 
genius  of  our  republican  institutions,  and  furnishes  the  greatest  auxilir 
to  our  form  of  government. 

From  an  examination  of  your  Central  High  School,  which  I witn& 
ed  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  together  with  a numl 
of  gentlemen  of  great  respectability  from  the  city  and  county,  it  git 
me  pleasure  to  say,  that  my  anticipations  of  its  excellence  and  super! 
ity  were  more  than  realized. 

From  a careful  reading  of  the  various  reports  made  by  your  Boa 
and  other  communications  in  relation  to  its  history  and  rank,  much  v 
expected  by  me  from  the  pupils  and  the  professors.  In  the  performam 
of  the  one,  while  exhibiting  a knowledge  of  the  various  sciences  to  whi 
their  attention  had  been  directed,  I was  not  disappointed  ; and  the  sup 
ior  qualifications  of  the  other  for  the  stations  they  filled  was  apparent 
every  department  of  the  school  ; the  mind  was  irresistibly  convinc 
that  these  gentlemen  are  just  y entitled  to  the  distinguished  reputati 
they  have  obtained,  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  one  of  the  best  institutic 
for  the  education  of  youth  which  can  be  found  in  any  country. 

Its  organization  is  based  upon  those  correct  principles  which  shoi 
govern  communities — justice  and  morality. 

Such  is  its  constitution,  that  favoritism  and  partiality,  it  would  see 
could  never  operate  upon  the  admission  of  pupils  or  their  advancem 
in  the  sciences. 

The  plan  of  government  exercised  by  the  professors,  is  such  as 
pears  admirably  calculated  to  elevate  the  character,  to  impress  upon 
youthful  mind  that  we  are  all  rational  and  accountable  beings,  posse 
ing,  by  nature,  those  powers  which,  if  properly  cultivated,  would  ren 
our  social  relations  of  the  most  refined  and  polished  cast.

The  pupils  are  taught  in  the  discipline  of  the  sehool,  that  merit  alt 
is  the  distinguishing  trait  in  the  American  character — that  talents  and 
tegrity  will  elevate  any  one  to  a high  superiority  over  rank  or  wealt! 
that  no  aristocracy  can  flourish,  or  ever,  exist  in  this  country. 
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s commanding  and  happy  influence  over  the  Grammar,  Secondary 
n'jPrimary  Schools,  is  conspicuous  as  soon  as  one  enters  these  semin-

he  elevated  standard  of  instruction  adopted  by  those  who  manage 
hfHigh  School,  is  of  great  importance  to  those  who  have  charge  of  the 
itljr  schools. 

he  Grammar  Schools  are  great  auxiliaries  to  the  High  School.  It 
■ pon  them  it  depends  for  its  supply.  In  short,  it  appears  to  me  that 
nrPrimary,  Secondary,  Grammar  and  High  Schools  are  so  intimately 
oiected,  that  one  would  not  exist  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  public 
vilout  the  other,  and  that  your  system  would  be  incomplete  without 
ti  close  and  continued  connection.  Take  it  as  one  entire  organization, 
n I believe  it  is  not  surpassed  for  the  education  of  boys. 

was  likewise  much  pleased  with  my  visit  to  your  Model  School, 
rich  seems  to  be  the  institution  where  a finishing  education  is  given 
aimales.  This  is  certainly  a good  school,  and  those  who  have  it  in 
luge  are  deserving  of  all  praise  for  their  efforts  to  give  a thorough  ed- 
ition to  their  pupils. 

cannot  avoid  suggesting  the  propriety,  nay,  the  absolute  necessity, 
Establishing  a High  School  upon  the  same  plan  as  the  present  one,

In  nine  thousand  children.  The  good  order  and  decorum  which  seem- 
i to  pervade  each  school,  the  rapid  advancement  which  had  been  made 
1 the  pupils  in  the  various  branches  taught,  was  in  the  highest  degree 
' tifying. 

tVhen  we  reflect  upon  the  beneficial  influence  the  education  of  so 
my  children  will  have  upon  the  l'ising  generation,  and  its  indirect  ef- 
st  upon  the  present,  an  honest  pride  may  well  fill  the  mind  of  every 
end  to  the  principles  of  public  education  in  the  city  and  county  of  Phi- 
elphia.  It  shows  how  much  may  be  accomplished  to  advance  the 
ise  of  education  throughout  Pennsylvania,  and  elevate  her  standing  in 
Union,  when  the  community  take  a deep  interest  in  the  subject.  I 
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think  a visit  of  a few  days  to  your  schools  by  every  statesman  in  the  c( 
monwealth  would  be  followed  by  the  happiest  results. 

Our  school  system  throughout  the  State  is  advancing  with  a slow 
certain  step,  and  it  only  lingers  because  our  public  men,  those  control! 
and  directing  the  affairs  of  government,  with  but  few  exceptions,  h 
not  devoted  that  attention  to  public  education  which  the  subject  requi. 
and  which  the  future  prosperity  of  the  State  imperiously  demands. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  sheet-anchor  of  the  Commonwealth  will  not  hi 
after  be  neglected  ; that  the  necessity  of  educating  all  classes  of  soci 
will  in  future  more  deeply  engage  the  attention  of  legislators,  and  i 
the  example  of  furnishing  a thorough  education  to  every  one,  which 
been  given  with  such  true  devotion  to  the  interests  of  our  country 
Philadelphia,  will  be  followed  by  our  citizens  in  every  part  of  the  C< 
monwealth.

4ngthe  last  six  months,  4 who  were  in  the  English  or  two  years’ 
crse,  who  graduated  in  December,  and  38  who  were  withdrawn  by 
hr  parents,  leaving  on  the  rolls  of  the  school  at  the  close  of  the  term, 
J.  Seventy-five  pupils  have  since  been  admitted,  making  the  whole 
mber  365,  in  January  1843.

Previous  to  the  public  oral  examination,  a private  written  examinon 
on  many  of  the  studies  was  conducted  by  the  Principal,  the  resul  of 
which  were  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  visitors  during  the  or;  a- 
amination  on  the  same  subjects.  It  is  suggested  whether  it  wouh  ot 
be  well  hereafter  to  have  these  written  examinations  extended,  so  as 
practicable,  to  every  branch  of  study,  and  conducted,  if  possible,  b lit- 
erary and  scientific  gentlemen  no  way  connected  with  the  school.  i* 
believed  that  there  are  men  of  high  standing  who  would  be  willing  un- 
dertake such  a task,  and  that  the  effect  of  it  would  be  to  stimulative 
school  to  a very  high  degree  of  efficiency. 

For  the  purpose'of  securing  a greater  amount  of  study  on  the  p 1)1 
the  pupils  at  home,  there  was  sent  to  each  parent  early  in  the  sessn 
list  of  the  lessons  to  be  learned  by  his  son,  and  the  number  of  hours  id 
day,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Principal,  ought  to  be  devot<  1 
them  out  of  school.

The  system  of  reports,  by  which  the  occurrences 
f (very  hour  and  every  room  are  immediately  telegraphed,  as  it  were, 
n is,  and  there  recorded  and  brought  under  his  eye,  in  Avell  digested 
allar  forms,  not  only  keeps  him  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  char- 
ier of  each  pupil,  but  furnishes  him  with  the  means  of  pointing  out  to 
hiiparent  the  exact  causes  of  his  son’s  success  or  failure.  And  so  com- 
)l  e is  the  proof  thus  furnished,  that  when  a boy  by  his  delinquencies 
erines  no  longer  a suitable  member  of  the  school,  even  the  parent  is 
m e to  see  the  impropriety  of  his  remaining,  and  voluntarily  to  Avith- 
irv  him,  from  regard  to  the  Avelfare,  not  only  of  the  school,  but  of  the 
o himself,  Avho  necessarily  begins  to  acquire  idle  habits  from  the  mo- 
il it  he  ceases  to  improve  in  his  studies. 

lany  pupils,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  previous  statements,  are  ob- 
i|i  to  leave  school  to  enter  upon  the  business  of  life  before  the  full 
opletion  of  their  course  of  study.  This  is  the  case  particularly  in  the 
hjd  and  fourth  years.  It  is  difficult  in  such  cases  always  to  ascertain 
h destination  of  the  pupils.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  however, 
h tendencies  of  the  school  seem  to  be  right.  That  is,  the  actual  effect 
>fie  instruction  given,  is,  as  it  was  meant  to  be,  not  to  educate  boys 
ibve  their  business,  but  for  it.  The  occupations  of  those  Avho  have 
pluated,  or  left  near  the  close  of  their  career,  correspond  in  a re- 
n kable  degree  with  the  occupations  of  the  parents  of  those  admitted. 
Dihose  Avho  have  left  the  last  six  months,  two  have  become  printers, 
3i  a bookbinder,  tivelve  have  entered  stores,  three  are  farmers,  two 
icveyancers,  tAVO  have  gone  to  trades  unknoAvn,  one  is  a cutler,  one  a 
mhinist,  one  a chairmaker,  one  an  engraver,  one  a saddler,  one  a 
rlnber,  and  one  a cordwainer.

Sir: — Since  my  last  report,  no  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Obser- 
atry  and  Astronomical  instruments  ; and  my  time  has  been  so  fully  oc- 
J ed  in  the  department  of  instruction  that  1 have  made  only  occasional 
birvations  with  the  Equatorial,  until  the  appearance  of  the  great  comet 
- :arch  last.  This  was  observed  very  assiduously  by  Air.  S.  C.  Wal- 
e and  myself,  (assisted  by  Dr.  Patterson,  Prof.  Bache,  and  several 
dr  gentlemen,)  from  the  11th  of  March  to  the  10th  of  May,  being 
nral  days  later  than  it  was  seen  at  any  other  place  yet  heard  from  in 
uipe  or  America.

“These  results  have  been  obtained  by  the  reduction  of  observaus 
made  with  the  filar  micrometer,  on  all  the  evenings  except  the  lit  of 
March,  and  the  9th  and  10th  of  April,  on  the  two  latter  of  which  the  c<el 
was  so  faint  that  we  were  compelled  to  resort  to  the  double  ring  m )• 
meter.  Besides  the  observations  from  which  the  above  results  have  1 in 
derived,  a large  number  have  been  made  with  great  care,  but  have  bn 
hitherto  unavailable,  from  the  fact  that  several  of  the  stars  with  w A 
the  comet  was  compared  were  not  to  be  found  in  any  of  the  catalog  ss 
in  our  possession.  This  difficulty  would  have  been  obviated  by  the  ie 
of  the  transit  instrument,  if  it  had  been  mounted.  It  is  much  tobehf  d 
that  we  may  soon  have  the  use  of  that  instrument,  and  be  enabled  t<  !• 
store  these  valuable  observations  by  determining  the  places  of  the 
stars. 

“The  complete  discussion  of  all  our  observations,  which  would  thu  e 
afforded,  would  furnish  a series  of  places  of  the  comet  as  precise  as  e 
nature  of  the  subject  permits,  and  more  extensive  than  those  of  any  )■ 
servatory  yet  heard  from  in  the  world.  Indeed,  the  mounting  of  e 
transit  instrument  is  the  only  outfit  needed  to  enable  the  High  ScH 
Observatory  on  an  occasion  like  this,  to  compete  with  any  other  es  i- 
lishment,  however  large  and  costly  the  instruments  maybe. 

“ I would  mention  in  this  connection,  as  an  evidence  of  the  inte  ft 
with  which  this  subject  was  viewed  in  other  parts  of  the  country* 
well  as  of  the  superior  advantages  possessed  by  the  High  School, 
astronomers  in  several  places  have  been  dependant  upon  the  hi1 
School  library  or  instruments,  for  the  means  of  contributing  t it 
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i re  of  the  vast  amount  of  labor  bestowed  upon  this  comet.  The  Con- 
fers are  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  all  cultivators  of  science,  for  the 
liljral  provisions  they  have  made  for  Practical  Astronomy. 

■ The  extensive  outfits  that  are  making  for  the  observatories  at  Cin- 
eifiati,  Washington,  Georgetown  and  Cambridge,  are  indexes  of  public 
option  on  the  importance  of  Practical  Astronomy.  In  this  branch  the 
Citrollers  have  taken  the  lead,  and  no  exertions  nor  expenditures  in 
oter  quarters  can  take  from  them  the  merit  of  being  tbe  pioneers,  and 
obeing  fully  prepared  for  accomplishing  all  that  the  state  of  the  weather 
plmitted,  in  the  way  of  observation,  on  the  occasion  of  the  visitation  of 
tl  great  comet  of  1843,  one  of  the  most  remarkable  bodies  that  has  ap- 
pired  in  this,  or  perhaps  in  any  age. 

I‘ Several  different  sets  of  elements  have  been  computed  from  the  above 
oervations,  by  ourselves  and  others.  In  some  of  these  calculations  the 
poils  of  our  first  class  have  rendered  great  assistance.  These  elements 
lye  been  published  from  time  to  time  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
othe  city.  I will  therefore  only  give  the  most  recent.  They  are  of  a 
hperbolic  character,  derived  by  Gauss’s  method,  which  does  not  pre- 
s jpose  for  the  orbit  any  particular  conic  section,  and  are  the  most  ac- 
cate  I have  yet  seen,  except  perhaps  the  hyperbolic  elements  of  Encke. 
“The  elements  previously  found  were  computed  upon  the  hypothesis 
ca  parabola,  and  of  course  would  not  satisfy  the  motions  of  a comet  in 
a y other  curve.  Our  observations  indicated  a considerable  deviation 
cthis  curve  from  the  true  orbit  of  the  comet,  and  resort  was  had  to  the 
nre  general  method  of  Gauss  mentioned  above  with  the  following  re- 
sit:

“These  elements  were  derived  from  three  normal  or  average  places  of 
le  comet,  obtained  from  a comparison  of  all  our  observations  with  the 
st  ephemeris  we  could  obtain,  which  was  computed  from  our  previous 
uments  by  Mr.  John  Downes,  the  editor  of  the  United  States  Almanac, 
ing  the  average  corrections  concurring  together  near  the  20th  and 
•th  of  March,  and  9th  of  April,  for  Greenwich  mean  midnight.  These 
>rmal  places  are  far  more  correct  than  the  result  of  any  single  observa-

“Since  these  computations  were  made,  observations  have  been  recei'  1 
from  Europe,  as  late  as  the  31st  of  March,  which  on  comparison  it  • 
cate  a slight  correction  of  the  normal  places  for  the  20th  and  30th ? 
March,  not  sufficient,  however,  to  produce  any  important  change  in 
elements.  The  corrected  normal  places  from  the  mean  of  the  Europe 
and  American  observations  are  as  follows:

“These  elements  present  a close  resemblance  to  those  of  the  comets 
1668  and  1689,  and  afford  strong  ground  for  a conjecture  that  the  thr 
comets  are  the  same  with  a period  of  214  years. 

“During  the  preceding  term  there  has  been  no  regularly  organized  els 
in  Practical  Astronomy,  as  that  branch  of  study  naturally  follows  tl 
completion  of  the  higher  mathematical  studies.  The  next  term  will ! 
devoted  almost  exclusively,  by  the  First  Division,  to  that  subject.  Tl 
course  will  embrace  the  use  of  the  sextant,  transit  instrument,  equatorit 
&c.;  the  solutions  of  a variety  of  practical  problems,  especially  those' 
the  determination  of  latitudes  and  longitudes  both  at  sea  and  on  land.  1 
addition  to  this,  the  First  and  Second  Divisions  will  receive  instructio 
by  lectures,  in  the  Principles  of  Theoretical  Astronomy.

As  the  certainty  of  any  general  result,  such  as  that  exhibited  in  i 
latter  of  these  tables,  depends  upon  the  number  of  separate  f:  3 
which  have  been  embraced  in  the  deduction,  it  may  not  be  uninter  ■ 
ing  to  remark,  that  there  is  a separate  numerical  estimate  made  of  e 1 
pupil’s  conduct  and  scholarship,  every  recitation,  that  is,  every  he. 
Now  the  number  of  pupils  being  365,  the  average  hours  of  attenda  :: 
being  31  hours  per  week,  and  the  number  of  weeks  in  the  term  26,  s 
number  of  separate  and  independent  estimates  which  are  included, 
the  above  general  result  can  be  easily  calculated,  and  will  be  found’ 
be  not  far  from  three  hundred  thousand.  By  comparing  the  general  • 
suit  of  one  term  with  that  of  previous  terms,  a still  wider  deduction 
made;  and  as  the  result  of  such  a comparison  which  I have  made  w 
a view  to  this  object,  and  which  was  carried  as  far  back  as  the  reco:

He  can  know  every  mor 
whether  he  is  above  or  below  par,  with  as  much  ease  and  certainty  i] 
by  looking  at  the  thermometer,  he  can  know  the  temperature  of  tl 
atmosphere.  This  standard  is  also  a valuable  guide  to  the  Princip; 
not  only  in  particular  cases  of  discipline,  but  in  the  general  administr 
tion  of  the  school.  Any  material  falling  off  from  this  standard  in  tl 
general  average  of  the  school  for  a particular  month,  indicates  to  him, : 
surely  as  does  the  pulse  of  a sick  man  to  the  physician,  the  existence 
diseased  action  somewhere,  requiring  the  application  of  appropria 
remedies  until  the  system  is  brought  back  to  its  ordinary  and  healtl 
ful  condition. 

It  is  a fact,  too,  worthy  of  remark,  as  evincing  the  steadiness  of  tl 
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pline  pursued,  that  in  no  one  month  for  the  last  two  years,  that  is, 
since  the  system  went  fully  into  operation,  has  the  average  of  the 
ol  varied  by  unity  from  the  standard  of  scholarship  and  conduct 
given.

“ The  members  of  the  Board  convened  on  Tuesday,  the  20th  of  Jun 
at  the  High  School,  and  the  Board  was  organized  by  the  appointment 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Ludlow,  chairman,  and  Joseph  R.  Chandler,  Esq.,ai 
the  Hon.  Charles  Brown,  secretaries.  The  Principal  of  the  High  Schoo 
John  S.  Hart,  Esq.,  laid  before  the  Board  the  resolutions  under  whic 
they  were  appointed,  and  an  account  of  the  studies  pursued  during  tl. 
last  six  months  in  the  school,  outlines  of  the  lectures  delivered  in  ce 
tain  departments,  and  lists  of  the  classes.

Several  of  these  rep» 
into  numerous  details,  which,  representing  the  results  of  a del 
judgment  upon  the  examination  of  the  pupils,  will  be  useful  for  ref 
to  the  authorities  of  the  school. 

“The  Committee  on  English  Belles  Lettres,  examined  the  > 
in  the  History  of  Literature,  Logic,  the  Histories  of  Greece,  of 
and  of  England,  and  on  Etymology.  They  report  the  general  ch; 
of  the  examination  to  have  been  satisfactory,  and  remark  that  in 
subjects  which  were  chiefly  calculated  to  call  forth  facility  and 
racy  in  expressing  themselves  by  the  pupils,  the  answers  in  both 
particulars  are  worthy  of  commendation.  The  examination  in  E 
logy  showed  considerable  familiarity  with  the  formative  proces 
the  English  language,  and  the  answers  have  the  precision  which  th 
ject  requires. 

“ Three  classes  were  examined  in  Latin,  one  in  Horace,  one  i: 
gil,  and  one  in  Caesar.  The  questions  proposed  to  the  classes  in  fi 
and  Virgil,  were  intended  to  test  the  attainments  of  the  pupils  in 
lating  Latin  into  English,  in  parsing,  in  mythology,  in  ancient  g i 
phy,  and  scanning.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  pupils,  would,  in  a classify 
according  to  merit,  fall  below  standard;  and  not  a few  in  many  res 
be  pronounced  superior.  One  class  was  examined  in  the  elenie 
parts  of  the  Greek  language,  and  acquitted  themselves  in  a very  gi 
ing  manner. 

“ Five  classes  were  examined  in  French,  including  generallj 
translation  of  French  into  English,  of  English  into  French,  Grai 
and  Orthography  from  dictation. 
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Pwo  of  the  same  classes  were  examined  in  pronunciation.  Eighty- 
upils  thus  passed  under  examination;  and  dividing  them  according 
ificiency  into  four  grades,  twenty  were  found  in  the  highest  grade, 
eight  in  the  next,  fifteen  in  the  next,  and  only  one  in  the  lowest 
. Considerable  efforts  on  the  part  of  both  pupils  and  teacher  are 
sary  to  such  success  as  this,  where  81  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  are 
id  above  mediocrity. 

1 the  departmen  of  Moral,  Mental  and  Political  Science,  the  pupils 
examined  in  the  elements  of  Moral  and  Mental  Science,  according

n Natural  Philosophy,  Divisions  A.  and  B.  were  examined  on  the 
ntary  principles  of  the  science,  and  in  Statics.  Both  divisions 
d above  mediocrity,  as  indicated  by  classifying  their  answers  by 
ers. 

hie  examinations  in  Mathematics  were  in  the  differential  calculus, 
ective,  analytical  geometry,  and  algebra,  and  in  surveying,  plane 
ometry  and  geometry.  The  examination  was  creditable  in  both 
tments  of  this  subject,  the  average  of  the  whole  ranking  as  high 
per  cent,  of  the  highest  number  attainable.  Division  A.  ranked 
jh  as  85  per  cent,  of  the  highest  rate  attainable  in  perspective, 
)ivision  B.  as  high  as  77  in  plane  trigonometry.  In  regard  to  the 
to  be  attached  to  these  numbers,  the  Committee  make  remarks, 
l apply  equally  to  the  results  of  the  other  numerical  reports. 

To  persons  accustomed  to  the  laudatory  forms  of  expression,  so 
rsally  employed  in  giving  judgment  on  public  examinations,  this 
(the  ranking  just  above  mediocrity)  may  appear  to  give  very  cold 
lendation.’  ‘But  such  is  far  from  being  the  view  of  the  Com- 
3;  superlative  talent  and  success  are  granted  in  but  rare  instances,  to 
3 individuals,  and  never  form  the  average  character  of  a numerous 
ition  of  persons.  When,  therefore,  a large  school  has  been  sub- 
1 to  an  honest  examination  of  which  the  results  have  been  rigidly 
ated,  and  such  school  is  found  to  present  an  average  above  medio- 
its  friends  have  cause,  not  for  mere  satisfaction  alone,  but  for 
gratification.’ 

fhe  examination  of  the  two  divisions  which  study  Chemistry,  left 
the  minds  of  the  Examining  Committee  an  impression  highly  fa- 
le  to  the  condition  of  this  branch  of  instruction. 

!ix  divisions  were  examined  in  the  department  of  Natural  History, 
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the  subjects  of  examination  being  Hygiene,  Domestic  Medicine  and  ir 
gery,  and  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  the  Committee  report  that  ey 
have  found  the  answers  of  the  pupils  for  the  most  part  correct,  exhit 
very  satisfactory  progress  in  the  course  of  studies,  and  a judicious  ne 
of  instruction  on  the  part  of  the  Professor. 

“ Four  divisions  were  examined  in  Drawing,  A and  B in  drawing  in 
a model,  C and  D in  copying  from  engravings.  An  hour  and  a qu  ft 
was  allotted  for  each  exercise,  and  the  examining  committee  was  at 
tendance  during  the  whole  period.  The  drawings  were  valued  nu  ir 
ically,  and  each  one  of  the  four  divisions  ranked  above  mediocrity,  n 
of  them  reaching  in  their  average  62  per  cent,  of  the  highest  numbi  it 
tainable. 

“ Five  divisions  were  examined  in  Plain  Writing,  and  thirteen  p ill 
in  German  Text,  all  the  specimens  being  executed  in  presence  o oi 
Committee,  without  copies,  and  in  allotted  time.  The  average  of  a)  n 
divisions  was  66  per  cent,  of  the  highest  number  attainable,  rungii  ii 
the  three  higher  divisions,  who  have  been  longest  under  instructioi  a 
high  as  75  per  cent. 

“ The  Committee  express  by  their  numbers,  as  well  as  in  the  vl 
of  their  report,  their  high  opinion  of  the  ability  and  efficiency  with  w :l 
the  department  of  Drawing  and  Writing  is  conducted. 

“ With  the  reports  of  which  the  foregoing  is  a general  summary  l 
the  written  answers  of  the  pupils  before  them,  the  Board  of  Exam  r 
feel  fully  prepared  to  express  a deliberate  opinion  in  regard  to  the  n 
dition  of  the  instruction  in  the  High  School.  The  members  unite 
cordial  and  unanimous  expression  of  their  satisfaction  with  the  pro;  3 
of  the  pupils  in  their  studies  generally.  The  proofs  of  labor  on  the  i 
of  many,  are  too  strong  to  admit  of  the  possibility  of  mistake  in  r i 
ence  to  the  fact.  This  success  on  the  part  of  so  large  a body  of  yoi  ■ 
is  the  best  evidence  of  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  their  instructors. 

“ The  Board  cannot  forbear  to  remark,  that  in  the  intercourse  wit  i 
pupils,  the  excellent  character  of  the  discipline  of  the  school,  mor< 
mediately  under  the  charge  of  the  Principal,  has  fully  shown  itself, 
that  the  ease  with  which  information  has  been  obtained  in  regard  t( 
unavoidably  complicated  details  of  the  institution,  the  intelligible  for 
which  it  has  been  presented,  and  the  accuracy  of  the  arrangements  r 
by  him,  have  shown  strongly  the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  the  la 
of  Mr.  Hart. 

“In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  Examiners  would  respectfully  tend 
the  Principal  and  Professors  of  the  school,  through  the  Controllers,

’ have  thus  given  a condensed  view  of  all  the  material  facts  necessary 
tcjm  unbroken  continuation  of  the  history  of  the  school  down  to  the  be- 
gjning  of  the  present  term.  The  documents  presented  in  the  course 
olhis  Report  contain  well  ascertained  facts,  digested  for  the  most  part 
iip  tabular  forms,  and  capable  of  indicating  conclusions  that  may  be  re- 
lil  on  in  any  future  discussion  respecting  the  school.  It  is  believed 
hwever,  that  the  state  of  public  opinion  in  regard  to  the  character  and 
ii.uence  of  the  High  School  does  not  render  it  necessary  to  dwell  upon 
tl  se  conclusions  now,  especially  after  the  strong  confirmation  of  them 
gen  by  the  able  document  just  quoted.  One  reflection,  however,  it 
ny  not  be  amiss  to  suggest,  in  bringing  this  Report  to  a close. 

By  a comparison  of  these  documents  with  those  published  in  previous 
norts,  a steadiness  and  uniformity  in  the  action  of  the  school  will  be 
spn,  as  remarkable  as  it  is  auspicious.  It  is  certainly  no  unmeaning  fact, 
tkt  an  institution  so  complicated  in  its  arrangements  and  with  such  di- 
wsity  and  activity  in  its  various  departments,  should  yet  be  quietly 
TOrking  out  general  results  with  the  uniformity,  precision  and  certainty 
< a mathematical  problem.
